The decision of the Great Northern 
pooplo not to build‘atiothar boat in said 
to bo duo largelyto tho fact) that tho 
ond sought by Hill in constiilcting , the 
“Dakota” has been’ attained. This end 
in said to Lavo been a powerful olnb; 
over the heads of the J apaneso and Bnglish 
lines to compel them to give him tho bulk 
of their tonnage for his rail linea. The 
construction of tho two boats and their 
operation compellod the Japanese Nippon 
Yuson Kaisha lino to enter into a practical 
contract with Mr Hill whereby his rail 
lines: secure a ubttuntial share of the 
freight rato from Japan and China, to 
American destinations, Hill now has the 
Oriental trade which entors the port of 
Seattle well in hand in the way of liboral 
divisiona of freight ratos, 

It is thought that erd long tho Japanese 
will buy tho ‘ Minnesota ” and that tho 
decision of Hill will operate to assiat them 
in their attempt to secure control of the 
Oriental trado on the Pacific ocean.
